ASSET MANAGEMENT STUDY 
INCLUDES NATIONAL FOREST 

The USDA Forest Service has 
completed another phase of the 
Asset Management Program om 
the White Mountain: National For- 
est. Some 2,370 acres. will be inten- 
sively studied to detenmine if they 
should be retained in federal olwn- 
ership, The: Asset Management 
Program is a national effort de- 
signed to improve the efficiency 
of managing federal lands and to 
identify property no longer need- 
ed for federal purposes. The ob- 
jectives of the program are: 1. To 
sell excess federal property and 
some tpublic lands that would have 
a higher and better yse in. private 
ownership; 2. To improve the ef- 
ficieney of government by elimi- 
nating the need to manage proper- 
ty or lands that are costly and in- 
efficient and not necessary to 
senve public objectives; 3. To pay 
off some of the national debt, — 

Land in statutorily designated 
areas on the National Forest Stys- 
tem ‘will not be sold. This includes 
areas in Wilderness, National Rec- 
veation Areas, Wild and Scenic 
Rivers and similar areas designiat- 
ed by law for land under the juris- 
diction of the Department of Agri- 
culture. A similar situation exists 
for lands administered by the De- 
partment of Interior. Lands, in: the 
National Park System, National 
{Wildlife Refuges, and Indian trusts 
will not be considered for sale. 

For the Forest Serwiice, these 
types of Congressionally designat- 
ed lands fall into the first of three 
categories, lands to be retained in 
public ownership. The majority of 
these lands on the White Mountain 
National Forest in New Hampshire 
and Maine falls into this category. 
Currently, this total of lands to be 
retained is 751,560 acres. 

The setond category is lands 
proposed for disposal. These are 
lamds which :can be sold under ex- 
isting authorities and have met 
criteria for disposal. There ap- 
pears to be positive benefits from 
sales of this land. The White Mt. 
National Forest has identified 260
